for the expiration of a term of court by operation of law may be a definite date? fixed by an order 


made under constitutional or statutory authority for its termination.” 


If the time of beginning—but not of ending—a term is fixed, the term, when it has been duly begun, 
will continue, and may for all general purposes be considered as in session, until it is adjourned 
sine die or, in the absence of a previous adjournment sine die, until the time fixed by law for the 


beginning of the next succeeding term.*

Terms of superior court 

A statute setting forth the terms of the superior court for a particular county as "Last Monday in January, 
first and second Mondays in February, second and third Mondays in August, and first and second Mondays 
in May and November" establishes four terms of court with starting dates of these terms being one of two 
or three dates rather than nine terms of court with some terms lasting only a week.
